The Trade of Great-Britain not fettled_as by the Treaty, made particularly Difadvan- 
tagepus to us by having a Peace without a Treaty of Commerce. 


How our Trade is now to ftand in France. 


The Edict of 1701 abftracted,to give a View of our Trade. 


The French will have a great Trade here, and We no Trade there. 





FFAIRS of Trade have now taken a new 

Turn, and weak People, without weighing 

the Reafon of things, conceive much Joy at 

it; being made to believe, that what is in its 

nature Deftructive to the very being of their Trade, is 
for their Advantage. 


To fcatter thefe Delufions, it feems very needful to 
let thefe People know, what it is they rejoyce at, which 
there is great Caufe at prefent to believe,they do not 
very well underftand ; and to fet before them in a 
clear Light, the true State of the Britifh Commerce, as 
it is NOW to be Circumftanced under a Peace with 
France, without a Treaty of Commerce; That fince 
they feem unwilling to drive fuch a Trade with France, 
fo beneficial and advantageous to the whole Kingdom, 
as they would have been enabled to do by the Treaty, 
their Eyes may be a little opened, and they may fee, 
what kind of a Trade they will now drive without it. 


Hitherto this Paper has endeavoured to explain to 
them, upon how lane and eafie Terms all our Manu- 
factures and other Goods, were to be admitted into France 
upon the Tariff of 1044. by which (could Prejudices 
have permitted fome People to judge Impartially, they 
might have feen,that) the way was plain, not only toa 
very great Importation of our Goods*ito France, but 
alfo to the Ruine of the French Manufacturing at 
home, which indeed nothing has been fo great an En- 
couragement to, as the Prohibitions of Trade between 
us aid them, during the War. 


But fince the Advantages of fuch a Commerce are 
not yet to besour happinefs, it is fitting-our Trading 
People fhould alto fee the ftate of their Trade,as it now 
flands under the Limitations, Prohibitions, and other 
Burthens which are lying upon it, and which it was the 
Defign of this T reaty to remove. 


This Paper fhall not fuggeft fo much unhappinefs to 
Great-Britain, whofe general Good it is Defignd to 


promote, as to propofe,that the Articles of: Commerce 
ihall not in time to come be farther Confideréd,. 
Parliament of Britain, who ate the True. judges 


their Countries good, cannot, be {uppofed to-omit any 


thing,that fhall be apparently for the Publick Advan- 
tage; and therefore when it thall appear to themt, 
which we will not queftion, that thefe Articles are pro- 
per to be Reconfidered, they will, no doubr, ae therein, 
as Reafon and Juftice requires. | 


In the mean time, feeing we are to carry on ouf 
Trade without the Advantages ,which were expected 
from the Treaty, let us enquire upon what Terms we 
are to carry it on, and how we thal! Trade with France 
for the time coming.

This is a ftri&t View of the prefent fate of the Englith 
Commerce in France, and thefe are but part of the Bur- 
thens and Incumbrances of our Trade there, which: her 
Majefly by the Treaty of Commerce with France, and-in 
her juft Concern, for the good of her Kingdoms, had 
procured to haye her Subjetts@elivered from ; But the 
Articles being hot made Effe€taal, they are now to con- 
tuunue; fo that our Trade is_to remain in general Pro- 
hibited there, till fome A&t thall be pafled here, to ren- 


esader Effectual the provifions made for a Freedom of 


Commerce, and till Two Months after ; all which time 
- Profits of an advantageous Trade are loft to this 
ation. 


It is alfo to be obferved, that while all thefe high 
Duties and Prohibitions remain upon our Trade into 
France, moft of the French Geods are ftill at Liberty to 
be Imported here, paying the high Duties; the Cafe of 
which will be, that for all of thofe,which may be Re- 
exported, whether to our Plantations, the Spanith 
Weft-Indies, or other Parts, thofe high Duties will be 
all drawn back, and the French Goods be fo far pre- 
judicial to our ManufaStures, without our having any 
fhare of the Advantage trom the Trade to France. 


In like manner, the Wines and Brandies which may 
be ufed’at Sea, or in Foreign Parts, will draw back all 
the high Duties; and for the other part ( viz.) the 
home Confumption, they will be brobghe in as Spaniih 
and Portugal Wines and Brandies, or. elfe fmuggled 
vpon the Coaft: The Silks, Linen, Paper, &c. will 
come in as Dutch and Flemifh; by which means the 
French will have the Benefit of the Peace, as to their 
Part of the Trade, and Britain will be entirely {hur out, 
or.be fubfervient to Foreigners, who fhall carry it on 
for their own Benefit, as they have done for 20 Yeais 
lait pait. 

This Paper thall in a little time give a Table or par- 
ticular Account ,;How and upon what Terms all the 
Goods and Commodities mentioned in the aforefaid 
Edigt might have been carried into France, and from 
thence apply the Confequenccs as they relate to every 
particular Trading-part of Great-Brirain.
